The new furnaces were found to be well adapted to the 
wants of the district and worked satisfactorily. ' 

A few reforms in the management of the schools are much 
needed in order to bring them up to such a degree of efficiency 
as is desired, and we respectfully make the following recom- 
mendations 
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1. The law now permits the appointment of truant officers. 
Such an office, is much needed here. The Board, who serve 
without compensation, ought not to be expected or required to 
perform that service. . 

2. A carefully prepared course of study should be arraug- 
ed for each school, with monthly written and oral examinations 
conducted by some member of the Board acting as superintend- 
ent. von ! 

3. Some competent person should be employed in one of 
the schools, say thee grammar, to have a general supervision 
over the government and discipline of all the departments and 


the care of the building under the direction of the superintend- 


ent. 

4. The amount of school money now at our command 
will enable us, in the future to obtain first class.teachers. 

None but those trained and specially fitted by experience 
and Knowledge of the best methods, should be employed. © 

All those intending to enter upon the work of the profession 
of teaching, should be required first to qualify themselves for the 
occupation by a course at some Normal or training school, after 


the usual course in the preparatory school. With the facilities . 


now within their reach there is no excuse for a neglect of this 
all important prerequisite. This district cannot afford to main- 
tain a training school for teachers when those already qualified 
can be easily obtained. 

This is something too Ilttle understood by those not ac- 
quainted with the improved system of teaching. 

The difference in its lasting results to the children, between 
a good school, conducted by a bright and active teacher under 
Normal methods, and a poor school, without system and proper 
discipline, is too httle appreciated, and yet the better costs no 


more than the poorer. ~
